Fortner left St. Louis and that 
after tracking him to New Or- 


forgery and it ts believed that he reck-~- 
lessly exhibited the fdentical money 
which he obtained from the St. Louis 
bank. 

While Fortner’s offenses date back 
two Years or more, the one which 
brought exposure was committed three 
months ago. .Fortner made himself the 
intermediary in an effort to sell the 
Alice apartments, Union boulevard and 
Vernon avenue, to F. A; teat, a down-. 
town businéss man. 

He represented to Steer, Feb. 12 last, 
that he had closed a deal with Henry 
C.. Tilley, owner of the apartment 
‘house, for $105,000. He got from Steer 
a check for $12,000, payable to Tulley, 
as the first installment on the price. 

When Fortner called on Tulley with 
+the check, Tulley told him he would 
not accept $105,000. Fortner then asked 
Tulley to indorse the check, but Tulley 
declined, saying it should be destroyed 
or returned to Steer. 

Fortner then, it is charged, forged} 
Tully’s indorsement to the check, de- 
posited it in the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co,, obtained from the trust company 
a treasurer's check for $11,000, and 
cashed the check at the National Bank 
of Commerce. 


Fortner fled before the Metnivery of 
the forgery. It was soon afterward 
discovered that seven deeds of trust 
on, one piece of property in St. Louis 
County; belonging to Mrs. Fortner, were 
forged by Fortner, who copied the seal 
of the Recorder of St. Louis County in 
order to do so. The signature of Mrs. 
Handlan to these deeds, she has testi- 
fied, was forged. 

The deeds were acknowledged by Miss 
Hildegarde Hallen, stenographer and 
notary In Fortner’s office, in the Mis- 
jsourt Trust Building. Her action in 
thus acknowledging Mrs. Fortner’s sig- 
lature, without having seen it affixed, 
subjected her to much annoyance from 
detectives, and finally to arrest at mid- 
night. An indictment against her was 
dismissed a few days ago, the Court 
holding that she had acted innocently. 

It has been learned that while in 
Panama and while on the French 
steamer Fortner made a lavish display 
of clothing and jewelry, changing his 
outfit several times a day. 

On the. steamship he plunged at poker 
and created the impression that he was

A wild Terminal engine, with no one 
aboard, dashing at high sped through 
the. dark tunnel, crashed into the en- 
gine of the incoming Terre Haute. & 
Indianapolis express train No. 19 of the 
Vandalia, about twenty feet east of the 
Washingtcn avenue station on the Eads 
Bridge, a few minutes before 7 a. m. 
Wednesday. 

Though the engines were. driven into 
each other and clinched like two great 
bulldogs, tne passenger cars were not 
wrecked and only two men—the engineer 
and fireman of the Vandalia—were in- 
jured. They were: 

W. F. Crosby of Indianapolis, engi- 
neer, bruised left knee and severe shock.

Suddenly, without giv- 
ing the enginéer a second's time to act, 
the wild black runaway loomed in the 
murky tunnel mouth. 

An instant later the two engines were 
quivering in arf embrace of steel and 
hissing and panting as though in a 
struggle for the mastery. The heavy 
passenger engine won It grappled with 
the lighter switch engine, lifted it from 
the ground and stopped, with its huge 
bulk of steél, the further progress of the 
runaway. 

Both Engines Wrecked. 

Both engines were badly broken up. 
The front end of the Vandalia was re- 
duced to scrap iron and the tender and 
cab of the Terminal were wrecked. The 
tender trucks were scattered around 
the bridge and in little pieces. The 
Vandalia engine's nose was buried in 
the Terminal tender, which was in front 
as the two engines met. 

The front end of the baggage car was 
broken up, but the car was able to g0 
with the rest of the train to the Union 
Station. 

The passengers poured out of the 
train ahd looked at the havoc visible 
in the gray gloom cast by the bridge 
structure, but there was very ttle ex- 
citement or confusion.

TOMBSTONE, Ariz., May 19.-—-Ricardo 
Magon, Antenio .Viliareal and Librado 
Rivera, the Méxican revolutionists con- 


victed in the Federal Court of violating 
the neutrality laws by directing. an 
armed expedition into Mexico, were sen- 
tenced today by Judge Doan to 38 
months each in the territorial prison. 

The three convicted men, with Magon’s 
brother, Enrique; and Juan, and Manuel 
Sarabia, conducted the Mexican revolu- 
tionary junta in St. Louis in 1906. Teresa 
and Andrea Villareal, sisters of Antonio, 
attended the trial, and were removed 
from the courtroom because of a pas 
sionate plea which Teresa made in his 
behalf. The jury found the men guilty,’ 
put recommended mercy. The mnaximum 
penalty possible for the offense was two 
years imprisonment and $5000 fine. 

The Court stated that inasmuch as 
the jury recommended mercy, no fine 
would be imposed, Notice of appeal to: 
the Supreme Court will be filed and a 
strong effort made to get a new trial.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 19.—‘“‘Give 
me three poached eggs en toast," or- 
dered a man from the East in a restau- 
rant today.

When fire broke out in a row of sta- 
bles in the rear of the King’s highway 
residences, the light from the flames 
awoke Mrs. Steiner. Realizing the dan- 
ger to her two horses, she ran from her 
house, without taring time to dress. . 
Without hesitation, Mrs. Steiner en- 
tered the stable.and led the horses from 
their stalls. Then she opened another 
coor and pulled out a storm buggy that 
would have been vurt.ed in a few min- 
utes. 

By this time a crowd of curious msn 
had gathered, but instead of helping 


— Mrs. Steiner they merely looked on. 


The fire spread rapidly until sevsn 
stables were in flames. Mrs. Steiner 


‘Theard a neighbor’s horse kicking in one 


of the adjoining stables that was on fire. 
Leaving her. own horses in her yard, 
she attempted to rescue the frightened 
animal, but it was burned to death be- 
fore she could get it from its stall. 

Mr. Stelner stopped to put on his 
clothes, and by the time he reached the 
yard the barn was. burned to the 
ground. He said Wednesday that the 
two horses surely would have been 
burned to death but for the heroism of 
his wife. 

‘When I got out Mrs. Steiner was 
holding our two horses,” said Mr. 
Steiner. “‘The horses were badly fright- 
ened and were trying to get icose, but 
she seemed to be absolutely fearless. 

‘I could hardly believe that strong 
men would stand around and see a wom- 
an in her night clothes trying to save 
her own property and her -neighbors’ 
property and not offer any assistance.

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Historic Former Home of Aris- 
tocrats Burns While Being 
Changed to Saloon. 


While preparations were being made 
to remodel it into a saloon and road- 
house, the historic January home near 
Ferguson was destroyed by fire early 
Wednesday. 

It was thought at first that two men 
lost their lives in the fire, but they 
have been accounted for.

Alexander Konta, Back From} 


New York, Thinks St. 
Louis Is Slow. 


CHARGES IT TO FOLK 


Son-in-Law of William J. 
Lemp Says Prohibition 
Wave Is Receding. 


Alexander Konta, former St. Louisan 
and chief translator of “The Devil,” 
last season’s successful drama, is in 8t. 
Louis for the first time since the 
World’s Fair. 

Mr. Konta, who, with William T. Lar- 
ned, formerly of St. Louis, made $36,000 
from three weeks’ work in translating 
“The Devil,’’ has finished the transla- 
tion of another Hungarian play, which 
he believes will be even more success- 
ful. He declined Wednesday to give 
the name of this play, or of the author. 
His troubles in protecting his rights to 
“The Devil,’’ he said, had made him 
cautious about the new venture. He 
said the new play was not by Ferenc 
Molnar, author of “The Devil,” whose 
new comedy, “The Lilies,” Manager 
Savage is to produce in New York next 
fall. Savage was the manager of one 
production of ‘““The Devil,’’ the rival of 
that which Harrison Grey Fiske made 
from the version of Messrs. Konta and 
Larned. The Fiske production was the 
one seen in St. Louis, with George Ar- 
liss in the title role. 

In New York Five Years. 

Mr. Konta has been a resident of 

New York since 1904, and hag spent 


much time in Europe, especially in his 


native Hungary. On his recent tour, he 
was entertained, with George Ade, at 
the country seat of Lord Northeliffe 
(Alfred Harmsworth), near London. He 
later traveled with Ade on the Con- 
tinent. 

Mr. Konta hates to say it, but—— 

He thinks St. Louis is ‘‘dead.”’ 

Mr. Konta admits that, with the glare 
of Viertna’s boulevards hardly out of 
his eyes, he may have been expecting 
a little too much of St. Louis on his 
return. And he also admits that his 
personal interests—he is the gon-in-law 
of the late William J. Lemp and the 
brother-in-law of the present proprie- 
tors of the Lemp brewery—may have 
affected his point of view, 

“T have been extremely sorry to Ob- 
serve,’’ Mr. Konta said Wednesday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “that St. Louls 
seems to have deteriorated greatly in 
the last five years. 

Folk’s Administration the Cause. 

“T can see but one reason for this con- 
dition—the!great setback that this com- 
munity suffered through the adminis- 
tration of Folk as Governor. 

“T must say, though, that St. Louis 
is widely known abroad. I attribute this 
to the work of David R.*Francis, who 
has done wonders in advertising the 
city. 

“IT have naturally been greatly inter- 
ested in watching the prohibition move- 
ment. I believe the check it encountered 
here is in line with the tendency of the 
prohibition wave to recede at present. 
I belleve the common sense of the peo- 
ple, when they see the evil results pro- 
duced in states that have voted prohi- 
bition will dispose of the whole move- 
ment. The injustice of it, as directed 
against the breweries, is becoming un- 
derstood as people are learning that 
beer contains no more alcohél than is 
necessary in the judgment of scientists, 
for human health. 

“In Europe much has been published 
about the prohibition movement in this 
country, and peeple on the Continent 
are at a loss to understand it. The gen- 
eral belief there is that it is the work 
of interested agitators, and that the 
people in some parts of this country 
have temporarily gone crazy in listen- 
ing to such advisers.”’

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President Praises Confederate 
Fighters at Unveiling of 
Union Monument. 


oe 


PETERSBURG, Va., May 19.—Paying 


a tribute alike to the soldiers of the 
North and of the South, President Taft 
today witnessed the unveiling of a 
statue in bronze at Fort Mahone, on 
the Petersbirg battleficids, tn memory of 
Gen. Hartranft and the Pennsylvania 
volunteers who fell in the fight about 
this outpost of the Confederate capital). 
The President arrived in Petersburg 


shortly after 9 o’cloek in his private 


ear, the Olympia. He went immediate- 
ly to Fort Stedman, where a tablet was 
unveiled, and then proceeded to Fort 
Mahone, where he made his first address 
of the day. 

The President coupled with every trip- 
ute to the Union soldiers a eulogy of 
the valor of the Confegerates, He said 
in part: 

“My Fellow Citizens: We are met to- 
day on the soi! of Virginia to dedicate 
& memorial to the bravery of the sons 
of Pennsylvania exhibited in a contest 
to the death with the gons of Virginia 
and the South. We Stand here in the 
center of the bloodiest and most critica] 
operations of the last year of the Civil 
War, only a few miles distant from that 
dramatic scene at Appomattox bet ween 
Grant and Lee which marked the great 
qualities of the heart and ‘sou! of each, 
and which was the real end of the ter- 
rific struggle between the two sections. 

Sees Union From Struggle. 

“To Pennsylvania, as one of the great 
states of the Union, engaged in the de- 
termination to save it, fell the burden 
of furnishing tens of thousands of men 
for the struggle in every part of the line 
of attack; but especially in the Army 
of the Potomac was the force of her 
people and their devotion tea the cause 
felt. . 

‘In the time which has passed the bit- 
terness of the internecine struggle has 
Passed away and we now treasure as 
@ common heritage of the country the 
bravery and the valor of both sides in 
that controversy. The Army of the Po- 
tomac under Grand and Meade was sec- 
onded and supported by a, generous 
Government. It was hardly 80 with the 
Confederate forces. Scantily clothed, 
rarely on more than half rations and 
for considerable periods reduced to an 
allowance of bacon and meal, hardly 
sufficient to sustain life, the long win- 
ter through, their shivering infantry 
manned the ever-extending siege works 
and made headway against the vigor- 
ous assaults of the Union Army until 
their depleted ranks were no longer 
equal to the defense of their attenuated 
lines and they gave up’a contest which, 
by many other soldiers but the tried 
and seasoned veterans of the Army of 
Northern Virginia would long before 
have been /abandoned. 

“Pennsylvania's pride must be in the 
victory achieved by her men against s0 
brave, resolute and resourceful an 
enemy. That we can come here today 
and in the presence of thousands and 
tens of thousands of the survivors of 
the gallant army of Northern Virginia 
and their descendants, establish such 
an enduring monument by their hospita- 
ble welcome and acclaim, is conclusive 
proof of the uniting of the sections and 
a universal confession that all that was 
done was well done, that the battle had 
to be fought, that the sections had to 
be tried, but that in the end the result 
has inured to the common benefit to 
all. The men of the army of Northern 
Virginia fought for a principle which 
they believed to be right and for which 
they were willing to sacrifice their lives, 
their homes—all, indeed, which men hold 
most dear. 

“The contending forces of now half a 
century ago, have given place to a new 
North and a new South and to a more 
enduring union in whose responsibilities 
and whose glorious destiny we equally 
and gratefully share.” 

In addition to the President, many 
other distinguished visitors are here to 
participate in the day’s events. Gov. 
Stuart of Pennsylvania, Gov. Swanson of 
Virginia, members of the Battlefields 
Commission of Pennsylvania, large dele- 
gations from Grand Army posts, and a 
host of Confederate veterans have gath- 
ered, while at the luncheon this after- 
noon the speakers will include, in addi- 
tion to the President and the two gover- 
nors, M. Jusserand, the French Am- 
pbassador; Rear Admiral Sigsvee, VU. &. 
N. (retired); President BE. A. Alderman 
of the University of Virginia, former 
Govs. William BE. Cameron and Andrew 
Jackson Montague of Virginia, Mayor 
Jones and W. B. Mecliwaine ef Peters- 
burg. 

The French Ambassador and Admiral 
Sigsbee are being entertained at the 
home of Mrs. David Dunlop, widow of 
the millionaire tobacconist.

Money Left of $670,000 Voted 
to Buy Parks, Will Pay 
for Improvements. 








Four diamonds on which the youth 


of St. Louis may play baseball in rivalry 
with the Browns and Cardinals will be 
included in Park Commissioner Scan- 
lan’s plans for an athletic concourse in 
the western section of Fairground. 

In addition to the diamonds there will 
be a football field, an oval half-mile 
track for foot races and a straight- 
away course a quarter of a mile long. 
A long, winding lake will divide the ath- 
letic field if the Park Commissioner has 


enough money, 

Park Commissioner Scanlan says that 
none of these athletic facilities will be 
ready this summer. The digging of a 
bed for the lake, if that is undertaken, 
wil require a long time, and the prepa- 
ration and approval of plans will take 
another considerable period. 

To Use Money Left Over. 

The present intention is to use th? 
remnant of the $670,000 voted by the 
peopie for the purchase and meintenance 
of parks if that can be done. In the 
appropriations for the current year $7500 
has been allowed for salaries and im- 
provement in,connection with the Fair- 
ground. 

Park Commissioner Scanlan says he 
has been urged by-many athletic. organ 
izations and by public school patrons’ as- 
sociations to establish baseball and foot- 
ball grounds in the park. Many of these 
wanted Mr. Scanlan to hurry work so 
that the athletic concourse might be 
ready this summer. Mr. Scanlan says 
he finds it impossible to do so. By next 
summer, he promises, the Fairground 
will be a paradise for amateur athletes. 
It was intended to have several tennis 
courts in the Fairground, but as there 
are already ten in O'Fallon Park, it was 
thought better to spend the money in 
behalf of other games. 

In thé western section of the Fair- 
ground there are about sixty acres, 
practically all of which will be devoted 
to outdoor athletics. 


DEATH DOSE OF OPIUM FOUND

Three Packages of the Drug Were

RAPS THE “DEMOCRATS 


Declares Senate, Where They 
Controlled, Killed Beneficial 
Measures House Passed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 1. —Gov. 


Hadley, after reviewing the failures of 
the General Assembly just adjourned to 


mended; declares in a formal statement 


into every close legislative district in 
he State and in the election of the 
next Legislature put every candidate 


on record regarding the measures de- 
feated this winter. 

The Governor lays most of the blame 
upon the Democratic majority in the 
Senate, but he says members of both 
parties must account to their constitu- 
ents for the failure of both houses to 
require clubs to take out liquor licenses. 

His statement, in part, is as follows: 

“The House passed ard the Senate 
killed the public service commission bill, 
the antipass bill, the antidiscrimination 
bill, the bill conferring upon the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners the power 
to fix passenger rates, the bill separat- 
ing the brewery from the saloon, the 
bill providing for district local option 
in cities of over 25,000 inhabitants, a 
county. unit bill, the bill increasing the 
dramshop license, the corporation fran- 
chise tax Dill, the bill providing for a 
revision of the banking laws of the 
State, the bill providing for a board 
of control for the eleemosynary and 
penal institutions of the State, the elec- 
tion bill for Kansas City and 8t. Louis, 
making changes in the election laws, 
and providing for the appointment of 
2. bipartisan election board; the bill pro- 
viding that cases on appeal should not 
be reversed on account of technicalities 
not affecting the merita of the litiga- 
tion, and the Dill providing for home 
rule for the large cities of the State. 


Friendly to Breweries, 
“Only one of these bills—the home- rule 


bill—was political in its character. 

“The action of the Senate in defeat 
ing laws for the regulation of the liquor 
traffic indicated that it was equally as 
friendly to the breweries as it was to 
the railroads. 

“All of these bills, along with a county 
unit bill, were passed by the House and 
defeated {in the Senate. This much 


Democratic members of the Senate, that 
they at least showed their appreciation 
of the action of 2 out of 22 breweries | 
in St. Louis which in the last campaign 
opposed me and supported the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor. 

“The election law that the Senate de- 
feated embodied many of the recom- 
mendations made by the Board of Plec- 
tion Commissioners of the city of St. 
Louis, and it is certainly unobjection. 
able from a political standpoint, in that 
it provided for a bipartisan, instead of 
a partisan board. 

Lawyers Advice Disregarded. 

“The bill providing that no judgments 
should be reversed on technicalities not 
affecting the merits of the case had 
been recommended by the American Bar 
Association and the leading lawyers of 
the State, but the Senate never permit- 
ted the bill to go te a vote. 

“The Senate also refused ta Pass the 
law recommended by the Bankers’ As- 
sociation, providing for the proper in- 
spection of banks, by insisting upon 
a bank guaranty law being added to it. 
And altheugh the bank guaranty law 
was not favored by a majority of the 
members of the Senate, the Democratic 
mombers perinitited a few radica] parti- 
sans to bluff them into voting for it. 

“The Senate also refused to pass the 
bill providing for a Board of Control 
for the eleemosynary institutions of the 
State, a bill which had been introduced 
by Representatives Muir and Brags- 
field, in the House. While I did not rec- 
ommend and took no part in urging this 
legislation, I was disposed to think that 
it would secure a more economical and 
a better business administration of the 
State institutions. 

Lobby Alliance Alleged. 

“I do not believe that the fair and 
liberal-minded’' Democrats approve of 
the way tn which the Democratic mem- 
bers of this General Assembly have al- 
lied themselves with the lobby, have 
played politics and sought to embarrass 
the administration by failing to provide 
revenues sufficient te carry on the State 
government. 

“Througn the action of the Senate 
there was not @ bill passed by the Leg- 
islature in regulation of the business of 
railroad companies, although the rail- 
roads are now unfairly discriminating 
against the people of this State by try- 
ing to charge them 3 cents a mile, while 
they charge the people of every con- 
tiguous State, except Arkansas, ? cents 
a mile. None of these billie killea by 
the Senate was in any way unfair to the 
railroads. The same thing is true tn ref. 
erence to the laws regulating the liquor 
traffic.”

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errors in the trial court. The case apparently 
was fairly tried and the conviction was just, but 
the court holds that the absence of the article 
“the” before the word “State” in the indictment 
is a substantial fault, because the Constitution re- 
quires it. The error is purely technical. All of 
the cost and labor of the trial must be undergone 
a second, time solely on. account of a slight blun- 
der in the indictment which does not affect the 
merits of the case. It is unfortunate. 

Primarily the responsibility for this delay and 
the possible defeat of justice rests with former 
Circuit Attorney Sager and his assistants, who 
overlooked so palpable and conspicuous <. blunder 
in the wording of the indictment. 
grossest carelessness. This is the most favorable 
view that can be taken of such blundering. 

The fact that the Supreme Court felt impelled 
to order a new trial in the case of a fairly con- 
victed offender, on a technicality which does 
not touch the merits of the case, polwts to a 
serious. flaw in the laws. The higher court 
should be free to correct mere verbal errors and 
technical blunders, due to the carelessness or 
incompetence of inferior law officers, which of- 
fer no sutstantial obstacle to justice. They should 
be free to judge cases upon their merits. The 
defeat of a bill correcting this fault, in the recent 
session of the State Legislature, is regrettable. 

Our procedure should be so modified that the 
Supreme Court would not-feel impelled to reverse 
or remand a case unless there has been a substan- 
tial denial of justice in the tria: court. 

The real obstacles to the administration of jus- 
tice lie in delays and repeated retrials. When 
these delays and retrials are caused by minor er- 
rors and mere technicalities not vital to the 
merits of cases public respect for and confidence 
in the law and the courts are impaired. The 
people are inclined to look upon the law as a 
device for the evasion of justice. 


The difficulty of retaining good lawyers on the 
bench is again emphasized by the probable re- 
tirement of Judge Reynolds from the Circuit 
Court. The usual reason is assigned—the in- 
adequacy of the judiciary salary as compared with 
the rewards of private practice. Undoubtedly the 
salaries of our judges are too meager for a city of 
this size. 
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UNWORTHY OF GOV. HADLEY.

To Utilize the River. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I am much interested in the articles discussing 
new river craft, especially freighters, that appeared 
in the papers, and extremely so in Mr. Kavanaugh’s 
sensible model of “‘scow-head” hull, and believe as 
much beauty can be had out of this shape as any 
other. There are scows and other scows, according 
to the shape, and it all Hes in the curve given. 
There is one defect in Mr. Kavanaugh’s idea, viz.: 
“stern wheel.’’ If his hull draws one foot. light, 
his wheel should dip one foot; if he loads the huii 
to six feet his wheel would dip six feet, and no 
stern-wheel runs well that way. Twin screws 
would be better on the six-foot load, but not much 
good on the one-foot draft. But better than all 
is a powerful stern-wheel tug, with many barges. 
Do as the railroads do, leave bafges at places to 
be loaded, the tug picking them up and leaving 
empties in place of the full ones. It does not pay 
to lie at a landing to load and unload, as the fuil 
crew is idle and eating three square: meais a day 
at the boat’s expense. Another idea that appears 
wrong to me is the figuring on too big pieces; too 
much hull in one piece, too much load in one boat. 
The putting all of the eggs in One basket, the put- 
ting of all your money in one bank, etc. Freight 
trains on railroads are composed of many cars, not 
one large car Only. It would be best to cut the tow 
up in smaller boats and more of them, say, 20x80x6 
feet deep; steel barges, with steel decks. And in time 
the boats will be cast in a mold, all in one piece, of 
any metal you please; yes, even iron. A cast-iron 
barge—it sounds funny, don’t it—-but why'not? I have 
discussed this question with master molders, and in 
every case the answer has been: “Yes, we can do it; 
we can cast anything if we Prepare for it.” And 
why not aluminum? Aluminum now is almost as 
cheap as copper, pound for Pound; and roll out in 
a sheet, a pound of each, and see how much more 
surface the aluminum wiH cover than the copper 
does, and aluminum is the easiest metal to work in 
a mold there is, according to these master molders. 
Figure in your mind a complete hull] of a barge, 
cast all in one piece, without a seam or hole or 
crack or rivet or boit in it (like the old iron pots 
mother used to have). What a grain bin that would 
make, dry as a bottle; no seams to open, no rivets 
to work loose, no bolts to give way and no !eak. 
Battened csp screwed fast to deck with pack- 
ing between, she could lie under water for years 
without wetting the cargo. The possibilities are 
great.

mentator, “no right-minded man can see without tears."" It is the standard 
drama of the Chinese stage, greater among them than “‘Hamiet’ with us. 

Every Chinese play is partly ait. opera. The Chinese artists anticipated Wag- 
ner by centuries in Wagner's central idea, his great innovation in Occidental 
opera—adaptation of the emotion to the motif. Their expression of the idea is 
crude, however. No one play has its own music. They have a number of stock 
themes—the hero motif, the love motif, the young man in doubt motif, four or 
five battle motifs, etc.—and these are repeated in any and every play, whenever 
that particular character or emotion appears in the action. This music is not 
music, only noise, to the unaccustomed European ear, for the reason that the 
Chinese scale is on the interval of the fifth, as ours is on the interval of the 
eighth. : 

Every Chinese play in this country begins at 6:30 or 6:45. The audience does 
not commence to arrive until 8; therefore the actors play to bare boards for 
more than an hour. No reason for this- © has always been; that to a Chinese 
is enough. On th. night of the Haw Shou, they abridge the main play a lit- 
tle to make room for their a-t of faith. 

At a quarter to seven, therefore, the musicians are turning up in their 
alcove; from back of the wooden partition, where the actors are making up, 
sound many voices in the singsong inflection of the Cantonese dialect. <A 
dignified Chinese takes a seat beside the stage entrance to the left, and sets 
before himself a little drum made from a gourd. Upon this he sounds @ pre- 
liminary tattoo with two drumsticks. He is the prompter and stage manager; 


‘from the rhythm of his tattoo, both actors and muBSicians take their cues. 


Another Chinese in plain clothes steps into the foreground. He is the property 
man and active stage director, who wanders continually through the action, 


setting out properties, arranging costumes, seeing that everything is ship- 


shape. The eye of Chinese imagination regards him as invisible. 

As suddenly as an explosion the gongs sound out a great, booming note; 
and through the right entrance comes a gorgeous procession: First are two 
“women” in plain black, with sacred fillets of red drooping from their temples, 


then six men in long robes that blaze with scarlet and gold, in sweeping, artifi- 


cial. stage beards that cover the mouth, and in curious antique bonnets. 
These are gods, of the Chinese pantheon, and the women are worshipers. 
The gongs finish the “god motif,” the little fiddle takes up a monotonous theme, 
and the women sing in unison a holy chant. Suddenly they prostrate them- 
selves on the platform, and the gods, in deep, male voices, take up the re- 
frain. From the beginning they enact a short play whose moral is our 
“Peace on Earth, Good Will Toward Men,” and whose theme is the reward of 
the just. 
The prompter rattles his sticks again; the Hau Shou is over,

NEW YORK, May 198.—That  distin- 
guished -transatiantic tourist, Bennie 
Axelrod, who has crossed’ the ocean 3 
times, usually with irons shackled to 
his wrists and ankles, ts again knock- 
ing at Uncle Sam's door.

There are some queer things about 
Bennie. Last year, when he was over 
here, he was BB. Now he is 16.: Having 
three birthdays in one year hasn't 
strained Bennie in the least. His cheeks 
are rosy, his blue cyes are as bright 
as violets in the early morning, and his 
mouth is always ready to stretch wide 
into a winsome smile. 

The secret of Benhie’s jump in age 
is this: Since early in 1906 the boy has 
been striving to enter this country. In 
that year he ran away from his father’s 
home in Odessa, stowed himself away 
on a steamship and eventually landed in 
New York. He got as far as Ellis Is- 
land and was promptly deported. 

Grows Older Rapidly. 

Since then Bennie has been coming 
back almost with the regularity of 
clockwork, and usually he got no nearer 
his goal than Ellis Island. 

Bennie came back late last night cir 
cuitously, by way of Halifax and nu- 
merous other places. He made a bee 
line for the Hebrew Sheltering House 
Aid Society at 229 East Broadway, and 
there the manager, Mr. Mason, emitted 
a groan of despair when Benn:e’s bright 
face and dancing eyes peered at him 
over the office railing. 

In a few hours Bennie accumulated a 
vast store of wisdom concerning the 
immigration laws of the country he is 
determined to adopt. He learned that 
a strong, healthy boy of 16, capable of 
earning his own living, cannot be de- 
ported. So, although he was only 14 
years old yesterday morning, “he was 16 
this morning, and proud of it. Bennie 
says all he wants now is a good boss, 
who will appreciate a hard worker. 

Knows Many Languages. 

Bennie speaks fairly good English. He 
knows some Dutch, has a smattering 
of German and French, all picked up 
from the crews of the many ships on 
which he has stowed away, or from 
being landed in various European ports.
